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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-9, 28-33, 37-40, drawn to an audio generator having an 
ultrasonic signal carrier, classified in class 381, subclass 111. 

II. Claims 10 and 34-36, drawn to a parametric audio system with an 
atmosphere controller, classified in class 310, subclass 311. 

III. Claims 1 1 and 46-47, drawn to an audio system with steerable ultrasonic 
beams that intersect, classified in class 367, subclass 119. 

IV. Claim 12, drawn to a parametric audio generator with a preprocessor and 
adder, classified in class 381 , subclass 111. 

V. Claims 13-18, 26-27 and 44-45 drawn to an audio generator with an 
ultrasonic carrier signal and signal control unit, classified in class 381, 
subclass 111. 

VI. Claims 19-21 , drawn to a display system having an ultrasonic transducer 
audio system, classified in class 381, subclass 333. 

VII. Claims 22-25 and 41-43, drawn to a parametric audio generator with 
means for compensating for distortion arising from atmospheric 
propagation, classified in class 381 , subclass 111. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
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Inventions I, II, IV, V, and VII are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be 
shown that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different 
modes of operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 
808.01 ). In the instant case the different inventions has different modes of operation 
and different effects. The circuitry of invention I contains an inductance in the driving 
means for providing an electrical resonance corresponding with the mechanical 
resonance of the transducer. Invention II produces a different effect by having an 
atmosphere controller where the temperature and moisture of the air is altered near the 
transducer. Inventions IV and V each create a different effect since the former invention 
has a signal conditioner which conditions the audio source and an adder which adds the 
conditioned audio source to the audio source itself, while the latter invention controls the 
intensity of the carrier signal in response to the audio source level. Invention VII has a 
distinct effect due to the means for compensating for atmospheric distortion. 

Inventions III and VI are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown 
that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In 
the instant case the different inventions have different modes of operation, one in a 
display environment and the other invention in an open air environment. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 
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Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include an election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be 
traversed (37 CFR 1.143).
